After cruising about the Austra- 
hxn sons for.some time, the Captain dc- 
larcd that ho could not fmd New 
Trance, and landed his passengers at 
another island, which was n desert, and 
whore they lived for several months on 
roots. At last a raft was constructed, 
and some of the emigrants, embarking 
ipon it, were eventually picked up by an 
English ship and earned to Australia.

There is a class of cast-iron work that 


formerly was imported more extensively 
than now, which gave us siinute articles 
of nsc, and even ornamental appen- 
dages to dress, so light in weight and so 
ippavcntly fragile in form as to suggest 
ino hand labor. It was supposed, says 
too Metal Worker, that we had no ma- 
«rial or means to reproduce such di- 
nlnntivo and fragile articles from cast- 
ron. But recent improvement, both in 
material and manipulation, prove that 
we can almost equal the delicacy of 
what is known as the " Berlin iron. • 
. Fine charcoal iron possesses wonder- 
iul properties of fluidity when in a molt-, 
en state; it finds its way into tho small- 
est interstices of the mold, and cornea 
out cooled, a definite reproduction of 
;Iib imprint of tho pattern. 
So exact 


is this reproduction that bare lines, to 
be represented only by very fine wire, 
come from tho mold perfect in form 
and quite tenacious irvtextnrc. Articles 
of cast-iron, cast in a mold of sand, 
which require fifty or a hundred to bal- 
ance a quarter-pound weight, aro as 
readily produced here as articles weigh- 
ing pounds. 
It may bo doubted if any 


metal is capable of producing more di- 
minutive objects than iron. 
As in- 


stances of tho possibilities of charcoal 
iron in castings, let anyone examine tho 
delicate shoe-buckles and belt-buckles, 
the shawl-clasps and ornamental hair- 
pins, called steel, which bear a burn- 
ished surface rivaling that of silver. Hq 
will find'they are of cast-iron, 'very 
brittle, and showing a bright iron frac- 
ture. 
Quantities of these articles are 


mado in England. They are said to bo 
cast in sand molds, the same as masses 
of iron are cast, and that como oat as 
•perfect as the. heavier castings. 
In 
short, the possibilities of cast-iron rango 
from tho utmost capacity of adjoining, 
cupolas, capable of melting thirty tons, 
to the hand ladle that, with ten pounds 
of metal, pours for 1,000 different arti- 
cles.

There were no valuables or money 
taken except the watch mentioned, which 
they found but a short distance from the 
cabin. The night before there had been 
a dauoo which lasted until far into the 
morning, and tho officers in hunting up 
the facts camo to the conclusion that the 
perpetrators

attended tho dance, and on their way 
homo from thnt concluded to rob the old 
man. Two young men were seen in tlio 
vicinity of Uetterick's'cabin very curly in 
tho morning, und as there wore othor aus- 
picious circumstances they were arrested 
by Marshal North, 


These young men wore Ed. McKivitt 


und a companion named Gilbert. 
They 


stoutly denied knowing anything about 
tho affair, bnt when brought into the 
presence of Dettorick, the wounded'man, 
identified Gilbert at once, and was so sure 
that he was one

that he aroused in his wroth and wanted 
to take revenge on him by " thumpiug." 
him at once. Tho other fellow, McKiv- 
itt, ho was unable to identify, except that 
Ilis size waa about the same as that of 
the fellow that was with Gilbert. Dettei- 
iok saw Gilbert's face, he says, very dis. 
tinctly when they assaulted him, but tho 
other one had something over his face,.a 
mask or something of that sort, whioli 
concealed it, hence his inability to iden- 
tify him,
